[We explained some time ago that the 
War Office’ authorities had given over 
charge of the Army Chaplain’s duties here 
te Bishop Burdon, and mentionad that wo 
did not think that it was a wise thing to 
hayo done, Tho Rev. 0. Chesnut. was 


brought out here by the Bishop in the a 


capacity of Chaplain.to the Bishop and 
Acting Military Chaplain; and, in reply to 
an advertisement in tho.-Church journals at 
Home, Mr Douglas Hamilton-has also come 
out to occupy a sitnilar position, _ As wo 
provioualy. ventured tu remark, we are 
unable to describe the dutias of a Bishop’s 
Chaplain in Hongkong; bot when dfr 
Ches:.ut was unable to coritinue any longer 
with the Rishop, he had also te tetioa ftom’ 
the Acting Garrison Chaplaincy; in. accor- 
dance with his agreement with tho Bishop 
—although Mr Chesnut was at onco re- 
appointed by tho General. It will bo 
seen, therefore, that the Rev. Douglas 
Hamilton is Acting or Deputy Military 
Chaplain, by appointment of the Missionary 
Bishop of Bouth Chius. Why Bongkong 
should not have a Military Chaplain of its 
own, like othor garriaon towns, is more 
than we can explain. So far the present 
arrangement has not worked very smoothly 
or very successfully, because unfortuontely 
clorgymon who are beloved by the Garrison 
usually fall out with tho Bishop. Let us 
hope, however, that greater success’ will 
follow this last appointmont, and that the 
system of ‘farming out’ the spiritual cara 
of the Garrison may this time prove more 
of @ success than it has done hitherto.—

“THE CONSTRUCTION OF VILLAGES, 

It ig customary in Western lands to spealr 
of ‘laying out’ a city oratown, As applied 
to a Chinese village, such an expression 
would be moat inappropriate, for it would 
imply that there has been same trace of 
design in the arrangement of the parts, 
whereas the reverse is the truth, A Chi- 
nese village, like_Topsy, just * growed,’ 
how, or why, no one knows, tor cares. 
At somo remote and generally ‘unascertain- 
able timein the dim past. somo families 
ayrived from somewhere else; camped down, 
mado theimselves a' Idcal habitation,’ (their 
name they probably branght with them), 
and that waa the village. It bas a street, 
and perhaps a network of them, but no two 
of them are parallel, except by eecident, and 
no one of them is straight “Thi street is 
the path which has been found by long ex- 


perience to be a necessary factor in prumot- 
Ing communication between the parts of

points... At right anvles to the main street 
of atreeta, run narrow alleys, upon which 
open the yards, or courte in which the 
honaes are situated.

The moun 
tains furnish “an abundances of stone, from 
which dyellings situated in such districts 
are built—dark; damp, and anwholesome, at 
all seasons of tho your, but especially s0 in 
the time of heayy rains, yen mura‘ un- 
pleasant are the cave dwellings fund in the 
loamy soil of many regivus,. lighted only 
from the front, and quite free from any. 
form of ventilation, a luxury for which no 
provision is made in the construction of a 
Chinese dwelling. By for the most com. 
mon material of which the Chinese byild 
theip houses, is that. which is nearest ot 
hand, ‘Bricks are averywhery mado in 
great quautities, almost always of the same 
color .as thy clothes of the peuple, the all. 
pervading blue. This tint. is tecnred by. 


sealing up. tho brisk-kiln porfoctly tight,

wb. ‘wete observed. . Thay’ sav we! when tho buraing of the bricks ds fluishod,

Where the 
roofs aro flat, they sorve 13 depositories for 
the orops, and for fucl. If tho village is 
situated in alow spot, the precaution ia 
taken to throw up & mound of earth on 
which to build. Bul whatever the natura 
of the country, the removal of so mitch 


wsarth leaves a series of gigantic pits around 


every village, which catches the drainage of 
the surrounding region and the posscusion 
of which is disputed by ducks, geese, pigs 
and amall children elad only in the-skin 
garments farnishod by uature. “The;aban- 
dant moisture is an inducement to the: 
growth of luxuriant groves of trovs, which, 
seen at a distance, produco » charming 
effect. But on a nearer approach it is seen 
that the fine old trees are employed exelu- 
sively in shading the mnod-hotes, while the 
houses of the village are expused ty the 
fiercest rays of the summer sun. An 
occasional trey is indeed to be mot with 
in the village atrect, but it | was 
not designed to shade «# conrt-yard, 
which is almost invariably utterly destitnte 
of trees of any sort. Kyen grape-vines, 
which would svem a natural and beautiful 
relief from the hideous bareness of the 
provalont éarth color, are, in some regions 
at least, wholly taboocd, and why? Bo-

VILLAGE NOMBNGLATURE, 

The Chineso ia justly termed & pootical 
language, The titles of Emperors,. the 
names of men, the signs of shops, all have 
some felicitous meaning. It is therefuro 
somewhat of a disappointment to discuver 
that the names of Chinese villages, unlike 
those of cities, are not ag a rulo either 
poctical or siynifieant. “The drafts upon 
the language, by the incessant multiplication 
of hamlets, are too great tobe successfully. 
met. Nearly all of the Chinese surnames 
serve as the designation of villages, os in 
other lands the names of families care 
attuched to the settlements which they 
make, Sumetimes two or more surnimes 
aro linked together to denote the village, as 
Chang-Wang Chnang, the villaye of the 
Chang and Wang families, It often 
happens that in the changes wrought by 
time, of the families fur whom the place 
was named, not a single ‘ropresontative 
remains, In such cases tho nawe may 
bo retained or it may be altered, though all 
recollection of the circumstances of tho 
change may be lost. The most conspienous 
object in a Chinese villaze is gonerally the 
templo, and thie building often. gives is 
mame to the hamlet. ‘Thus the wall 
surrounding 2 temple is coverod with red 
plaster, and tho village is dubbed Red 
Temple. Ina fow years the plaster falls 
off, but tho name sticks, Temples ave 
frequently useociated with the families 
which were prominent in their coustruction, 
ond the mame of the’ village is very 
likely to bo derived from this source, 
as Wang Chia Miao, the Temple of the 
Wang Family ; Hua Chia Ssu, the monag- 
tery of the Hua, Fanily, Jf there happen 
to be two temples of a similar appearanco, 
the villago may get the name of Double 
Temple, and ia genoral any peculiarity in 
edifices of this sort is likely ty be stereo- 
typed in the village name.
